Senator  D’Amato  Guest 
At  Men’s  Club  Sabbath  Service 


The  Sarah  and  Samuel  Shapiro  Memorial 
Service,  the  ninth  in  a  series  of  annual  services 
of  Classical  Liturgical  Music,  will  take  place 
on  Shabbat  morning,  March  23,  which  date  cor¬ 
responds  to  Rosh  Hodesh  (the  first  day  of  the 
Jewish  month)  Nisan.  To  highlight  the  festive 
Hallel  psalms  recited  on  the  occasion  of  Rosh 
Hodesh,  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  accompanied 
by  the  Synagogue  Concert  Choir  under  the 
direction  of  Abraham  Kaplan  with  Neil  Robin¬ 
son  at  the  organ,  will  premiere  excerpts  from 
a  new  work  composed  by  Cantor  Ralph 
Schlossberg,  Kol  Rinah  Vishuah. 

Beginning  at  9:15  a.m.,  this  service  has  as 
its  primary  purpose  the  rediscovery  and 
revitalization  of  the  classical  synagogue  music 

'Njition  of  the  past.  The  collection  of  “old” 
_  /ks  to  be  heard  for  the  first  time  in  our 
synagogue  at  this  service  will  be  contrasted  by 
a  vibrant  new  Hallel,  which  is  to  be  sung  early 
in  the  service,  just  prior  to  the  taking  of  the 
Torah  from  the  Ark.

Minyanaires  Honored 

United  States  Sentor  Alfonse  M.  D’Amato  will  address  the  congregation  at  the  Men’s  Club  Sab¬ 
bath  Service,  Friday,  March  22,  beginning  at  8:30  p.m.,  on  the  topic  “American-Israeli  Relations: 
The  Need  for  a  Politically  Active  American  Jewish  Community”. 

Also  during  the  service.  Men’s  Club  will  honor  those  men  and 
women  who,  by  their  presence  throughout  the  year,  helped  maintain 
the  Daily  Minyan. 

Senator  D’Amato 

Senator  D’Amato  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  five  years 
ago,  the  first  American  of  Italian  descent  to  become  a  United  States 
Senator  from  New  York.  He  brought  to  this  federal  office  the 
knowledge  and  experience  garnered  from  16  years  of  involvement  in 
local  government. 

He  serves  as  a  member  of  four  Senate  committees:  Appropria¬ 
tions;  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban  Affairs;  the  Select  Committee  on 
Small  Business;  and  the  House-Senate  Joint  Economic  Committee.  He  Senator  Alfonse  M.  D’Amato 
is  chairman  of  the  Banking  Subcommittee  on  Securities.  In  addition,  he  chairs  Small  Businesses' 
Urban  and  Rural  Economic  Development  Subcommittee  and  the  Legislative  Branch  Subcommittee 
of  the  Appropriations  Committee.  He  sits  as  well  on  several  Senate  subcommittees.  Senator  D’Amato 
also  was  appointed  by  Senate  Majority  Leader  Howard  Baker  to  the  International  Commission  of 
Security  and  Cooperation  in  Europe  -  the  Helsinki  Panel  -  created  in  1976  to  monitor  East-West 
relations  and  humanitarian  and  economic  concerns  in  Eastern  Europe. 

Born  in  Brooklyn,  raised  in  and  still  a  resident  of  Island  Park,  Long  Island.  Senator  D’Amato 
is  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  University  and  its  Law  School.  He  is  the  recipient  of  an  Honorary  Doctor 
of  Law  degree  from  New  York  Law  School  and  serves  as  a  Distinguished  Lecturer  at  C.W.  Post 
College  of  Long  Island  University.

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Hainan’s  Hand 

Purim  is  a  time  when  Jews  are  keenly  aware 
of  the  ever  present  hand  of  Hainan.  It  is  a  heavy 
hand,  brutal  and  destructive  to  Jews  from 
Biblical  times  right  down  to  our  own  day. 

Look  at  the  commissars  in  the  Soviet  Union. 
Their  power  and  might  could  be  used  for  so 
many  purposes,  but  these  days  it  falls  hard  and 
heavy  on  Hebrew  teachers.  Aleksandr  Khol- 
myansky,  for  example,  is  a  quiet  man  who 
wants  to  teach  Hebrew  and  someday  go  to 
Israel.  But  he  has  been  sentenced  to  18  months 
in  a  labor  camp  on  trumped-up  charges.  The 
only  real  evidence  they  had  against  him  were 
his  Hebrew  books.  And  Hebrew  books  are  a 
great  threat  to  the  Soviet  State. 

Many  other  Hebrew  teachers  are  housed  in 
prisons  instead  of  classrooms,  their  bodies 
beaten  because  they  dared  to  act  as  Jews.  Our 
persecuted  brothers  and  sisters,  whose  emigra¬ 
tion  has  dropped  to  a  trickle,  need  help  to  be 
able  to  survive  the  Soviet  anti-Semites  who  are 
the  children  of  Haman,  the  hater  of  Jews. 

That  is  not  all.  Jews  from  Ethiopia  suffer  not 
only  famine,  but  also  generations  of  persecu¬ 
tion  and  hate.  As  you  well  know,  they  are  in 
the  process  of  their  own  redemption,  for 
hopefully  they  will  nearly  all  reach  Israel  soon. 

There  are  things  that  we  can  do  to  lift  off 
Haman’s  heavy  hand: 

1.  Write  to  the  President,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  our  senators  and  congressmen.  Keep 
reminding  them  that  you  care  about  the  fate  of 
Jews  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  in  Ethiopia.  The 
American  government  will  have  a  crucial  part 
to  play  in  the  months  ahead,  and  our  govern¬ 
ment  is  one  that  is  sensitive  to  the  public.  The 
public  therefore  must  speak. 

Don’t  forget  to  tell  our  government  leaders 
when  they  have  done  well.  They  need  to  know 
that  too. 

2.  Contribute  generously  to  the  UJA, 
especially  to  the  special  fund  for  Ethiopian 
Jewry.

first,  his  Joyful  Sabbath  in  1981  and  then  his 
musical  settings  for  Psalm  98  and  the 
Sheheheyanu  prayer  at  our  Centennial  Celebra¬ 
tion  in  1982.  Kol  Rinah  Vishuah  was  commis¬ 
sioned  jointly  by  ten  congregations  in  order  to 
create  an  authentic,  yet  freshly  conceived, 
Hallel  for  Cantor,  Choir  and  Congregation,  plus 
organ  or  instrumental  ensemble. 

Also,  at  this  year’s  service,  for  the  first  time 
music  from  British  synagogues  of  the  19th  and 
early  20th  centuries  will  be  presented.

3.  give  matanot  Tevyonim  —  at  least  two  gifts 
to  two  poor  people  (a  donation  of  food  to 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Food  Pantry,  a 
gift  to  UJA/Federation  for  Ethiopian  Jewry 
or  to  the  Synagogue  Welfare  Fund  will  fulfill 
this  mitzvah) ; 

4.  enjoy  a  festive  meal  on  the  afternoon  of 
Purim,  which  this  year  corresponds  to 
Thursday,  March  7. 

Remember  Soviet  Jews 
On  Purim 

Every  Purim  we  remember  Esther’s  faith  and 
courage,  and  we  remember  how  the  Jews  of 
Shushan  united  to  overcome  the  threat  of 
Haman.  Purim’s  story  of  solidarity  and  success 
reminds  us  that  we  must  unite  and  do  whatever 
we  possibly  can  to  support  the  Jews  in  the  Soviet 
Union  in  their  struggle  for  survival.  Just  as 
Esther  called  upon  her  people  long  ago,  Soviet 
Jews  now  call  upon  us  to  act  with  urgency 
before  it  is  too  late. 

In  1984,  only  896  Soviet  Jews  were  permit¬ 
ted  to  emigrate  —  the  lowest  number  in  modem 
history.  The  two  and  a  half  million  others  who 
were  left  behind  were  subjected  to  renewed  anti- 
Semitism  and  increased  persecution  simply 
because  they  want  to  live  in  freedom. 

What  can  we  do  to  help?  We  can  sound  a 
message  loud  and  clear  that  we  will  not  be  silent 
until  Soviet  Jews  are  free.  Mark  your  calendars 
now  and  join  the  March  for  Soviet  Jewry  on 
May  5,  Solidarity  Sunday.  For  further  informa¬ 
tion  on  Soviet  Jewry,  contact  the  Greater  New 
York  Conference  on  Soviet  Jewry  at  354-1316.

The  name  for  this  mitzvah 
is  Ma’ot  Hittin,  literally,  “funds  for  wheat”  with 
which  to  bake  matzah. 

Each  year  contributions  to  the  Passover  Fund 
are  requested,  these  contributions  needed  to 
help  individuals  and  families  in  New  York 
City  and  the  more  than  20,000  Jews  in  mental 
institutions,  hospitals  and  correctional  institu¬ 
tions  in  New  York  State  so  that  they  too  might 
have  the  joy  of  a  seder  and  Passover  food  for 
the  festival.  Fellow  Jews  in  Israel  and  the  Soviet 
Union  also  benefit  from  the  fund. 

Many  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
respond  each  year  to  this  appeal  and  some  have 
already  done  so  this  year.

All  case  orders  (12  bot¬ 
tles  of  the  same  wine)  are  subject  to  a  deduc¬ 
tion  of  $2  off  the  case  price.

At  Home 

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  be  used  on 
Passover.  They  include  those  foods  prepared 
from  five  species  of  grain  —  wheat,  barley, 
oats,  spelt  and  rye  —  that  has  been  allowed  to 
leaven.  Any  food  containing  even  a  minute 
amount  of  this  leavened  grain  is  forbidden  on 
Passover.  In  addition,  rice,  millet,  corn,  peas 
and  beans  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  pro¬ 
hibited  foods  by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and  cracl/ 
are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals  made  fiV_ 
these  grains.  Alcoholic  beverages  (including 
wines)  are  forbidden  as  well,  unless  they  are 
certified  Kosher  for  Passover.  Since  all  mix¬ 
tures  of  leavened  or  fermented  grains  are  pro¬ 
hibited,  foods  such  as  candies  and  soft  drinks 
must  contain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certifica¬ 
tion  to  be  used  on  Passover.  Commercially  pro¬ 
duced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which  are  cer¬ 
tified  Kosher  for  Passover  by  rabbinical  authori¬ 
ty  are  permissible. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Passover 
label:  fruits  and  vegetables  (except  for  those 
mentioned  above)  in  both  their  natural  and 
frozen  states.  String  beans  are  permitted.  Cof¬ 
fee,  sugar,  tea,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  are  per¬ 
mitted  without  a  special  label,  provided  no  other 
ingredient  has  been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially  reserved 
for  Passover  should  be  used.  It  is  possible, 
however,  to  kosher  utensils  made  wholly  of 
metal  and  which  are  used  during  the  year  by 
thoroughly  scouring  them,  allowing  them  to 
stand  unused  for  24  hours,  and  then  immers¬ 
ing  them  in  boiling  water.  All  table  glassware 
is  permitted  after  through  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal  which 
are  used  for  cooking  (though  not  for  baking) 
may  be  koshered  by  being  washed  thoroughly 
waiting  24  hours,  and  them  immersing  them  / 
boiling  water.  Vessels  made  wholly  of  metafS 
but  used  for  broiling,  may  be  koshered  by 
scouring  and  then  heating  them  until  they  are 
red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the  year 
cannot  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthenware, 
enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils  used  during 
the  year  may  not  be  used  during  Passover.

Studies:  “Lunch  ‘N’  Study”  and  “David  On  The 
Couch”. 

Beginning  on  Tuesday,  March  5,  Rabbi 
Wechsler  will  meet  at  12  Noon  for  four  con¬ 
secutive  Tuesdays  to  lead  a  study  of  the  pro¬ 
phecies  of  Malachi.  This  popular  series  of  mid¬ 
day  study  sessions  “Lunch  ‘N’  Study”,  meets  in 
a  midtown  location  with  participants  “brown- 
bagging-it”.  The  prophecies  of  Malachi  are  con¬ 
tained  in  a  short  book  of  the  Bible  which  frame 
the  vision  of  the  utopian  redemption  set  forth 
in  the  haftarah  for  Shabbat  Hagadol,  the  sab¬ 
bath  preceding  Passover.

By  remaining 
anonymous  voices  on  the  soundtrack,  these 
specific  recollections  give  the  movie  an  epic 
sweep,  a  sense  of  the  unalterable  movement  by 
which  history  is  made.”

Available  For  Sight  Handicapped 

For  the  first  time,  a  soon  to  be  published  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Five  Books  of  Moses  will  be 
available  in  large  print  for  the  sight  handicap¬ 
ped,  one  in  Hebrew  and  one  in  English.  This 
project  is  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Jewish 
Braille  Institute  of  America,  which  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  publishing  other  liturgical  texts,  such 
as  the  Haggadah,  in  large  print. 

There  are  thousands  of  Jews,  both  children 
and  adults,  who  cannot  read  normal  size  print. 
It  is  for  such  visually  limited  persons  that  the 
new  large  print  Torah  will  be  published. 

Members  of  our  congregation  who  require 
such  an  edition  of  the  Five  Books  of  Moses  may 
write  to  Rabbi  Nadich  specifying  whether  they 
prefer  the  Hebrew  or  the  English  edition.  The 
Hebrew  edition  will  include  both  the  vocaliza¬ 
tion  and  the  musical  cantillation.  The  English 
edition  will  be  the  new  translation  by  the  Jewish 
Publication  Society  of  America.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  Jewish  Braille  Institute  makes  its 
publications  available  to  the  visually  impaired 
free  of  charge.

Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society 
Helps  College  Students 

College  students  and  their  parents  faced  with 
rising  tuition  costs  may  be  able  to  qualify  for 
aid  from  the  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society.  The 
Society  was  organized  in  1892  to  make  small 
loans  without  interest  or  fees  or  any  other 
charges. 

The  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society  in  response 
to  the  curtailment  in  the  government  student 
assistance  programs,  inaugurated  a  new  pro¬ 
gram  of  interest  free  loans  for  Jewish  families 
and  their  children.  Major  grants  for  funding  this 
student  loan  program  came  from  Joseph  H., 
Rose  and  Milton  Schwartz,  the  Samuel  and  May 
Rudin  Foundation,  and  Dorothy  Silverman. 

The  funds  are  designed  to  be  a  supplement 
to  the  students  financial  resources  and  are 
limited  to  25%  of  annual  tuition  and  related 
costs  up  to  a  maximum  of  $2,500  for  each  ap¬ 
plicant  who  qualifies.  Loans  are  available  only 
to  families  living  in  New  York  City  and  its  sur¬ 
rounding  New  York  State  suburbs,  but  the  stu¬ 
dent  may  attend  any  accredited  college  in  the 
country. 

The  loans  are  similar  to  those  provided  by 
the  government’s  guaranteed  Parent  Loan  Pro¬ 
gram  —  but  unlike  those  loans  are  interest  free. 
The  loans  are  paid  back  over  a  period  of  10 
months  (which  is  equal  to  the  school  year)  in 
monthly  installments,  and  secured  by  collateral 
or  credit  worthy  co-signers.  Loans  are 
renewable  each  year  as  long  as  the  student 
matriculates. 

The  Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society  is  a 
beneficiary  agency  of  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Philanthropies  and  the  UJA  -  Federation 
Campaign.
